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A method is used for transferring command among a 
plurality of devices in a computer system to 
operate the computer system. The plurality of 
devices at least include a first storage device 
and a second storage device, and the first 
storage device is used to store a first code. The 
method includes: (a) executing the first code in 
the first storage device; (b) after step(a),
